Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I am  permitted  to  give  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Requirements  of  your  District  for 
the  year  1909. 

Taken  as  a whole  I believe  t,he  district  is  a healthy  one; 
it  is  many  years  since  there  was  an  Epidemic  of  a serious 
character,  due  to  any  defective  Sanitary  conditions,  and 
although  I should  hesitate  to  say  the  district  is  perfect,  yet 
there  are  many  facts  in  this  Report  I consider  satisfactory, 
and  some  that  are  not  so ; nevertheless  the  few  things  one 
would  like  to  see  improved,  are  not  within  the  power  of  your 
Officers  to  materially  alter,  and  certainly  are  not  due  to  any 
lack  of  oversight  or  suggestion  on  their  part. 

The  Birth-rate  for  1909  was  much  below  the  average  for 
the  past  10  years,  but  that  is  only  in  keeping  with  the  falling 
Birth-rate  throughout  the  kingdom  ; the  reasons  for  which  are 
supposed  to  be  many  and  differ  widely ; so  far  as  I know  no 
one  has  ventured  to  give  any  advice  to  remedy  that  which  will 
undoubtedly  eventually  prove  to  be  a grave  matter  for  the 
future  of  England. 

The  Death-rate  is  also  much  higher  than  that  of  the  10 
years’  average,  in  fact,  it,  is  one  of  the  highest  I have  recorded 
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for  many  years.  At  first  sight  one  would  say,  here  is  some- 
thing to  try  to  remedy,  but  the  Death  Table,  No.  TV.,  gives  a 
very  little  help,  as  by  a careful  study  you  all  see  that  with  a 
Very  few  exceptions  none  of  the  recorded  deaths  were  due  to 
preventive  disease.  Last  year  there  was  not  a single  death 
from  Infectious  Disease,  and  this  year  there  has  only  been  one, 
and  that  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  were  responsible  for 
11  deaths.  Cancer  seems  to  he  generally  on  the  increase,  no 
less  than  4 deaths  were  registered  in  your  district.  Consump- 
tion and  other  Tuberculous  Affections  are  responsible  for  only 
4 deaths,  this  is  a considerable  decrease  on  previous  years. 
Heart  Disease  was  certified  as  being  the  cause  of  the  deaths  of 
7 persons. 

Next  I take  the  Infant  Mortality.  From  the  Table  V. 
you  will  see  that  5 out  of  the  total  11  deaths  were  of  children 
under  one  month  of  age,  and  3 of  theseS  only  lived  a few  hours. 
6 died  from  Convulsions,  and  the  others  from  General  Causes. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  of  113  per  1000  Births  is  very 

low. 

I regret  to  report  that  during  last  year  Infectious  Disease 
shewed  itself  every  month  except  March.  April  and  August. 
Diphtheria  appeared  in  a family,  and  speedily  5 were  attacked  ; 
they  were  promptly  removed  to  the  Hospital,  when  they  all 
recovered ; these  were  the  only  cases  of  Diphtheria  which 
occurred  during  the  year.  In  September  and  each  month 
to  December  we  had  Scarlet  Fever;  altogether  during  the  year 
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28  cases  reported  to  me,  and  17  sent  to  the  Hospital.  Only  1 
case  of  Typhoid  was  reported,  but  the  case  was  an  exceptionally 
mild  one. 

The  Dairy  and  Cow-sheds  have  had  a good  deal  of  atten- 
tion during  the  year ; some  are  being  reconstructed,  and  others 
will  he  altered  as  opportunity  offers,  but  as  the  majority  belong 
to  one  landlord,  it  is  impossible  to  get  the  necessary  alterations 
done  as  quickly  as  one  would  like ; however,  they  are  in  hand, 
and  will  he  finished  eventually.  The  Cows  have  been  regularly 
examined,  and  instructions  (printed)  have  been  given  to  the 
owners,  respecting  the  cleanliness  required  not  only  from  the 
milkers,  hut  also  as  to  the  storing  of  milk,  the  Sardtary  Condi- 
tion of  the  Sheds,  and  that  the  udders  of  the  Cows  should  he 
frequently  cleansed. 

The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  has  also  received  atten- 
tion, several  visits  have  been  paid  to  each,  but  as  they  are  all 
kept  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  no 
action  has  been  requisite. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  I have 
received  2 notifications  from  the  Parochial  Medical  Officer,  one 
of  these  cases  has  since  died.  As  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Phthisis  during  the  year  is  so  small,  I do  not  think  it  neces- 
sary to  suggest  or  advise  you  to  adopt  any  particular  remedial 
measures. 

I he  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Infant  Rife  Protection 
Act.  With  only  11  deaths  of  Tnfants  under  1 year  of  age, 
that  small  number  does  not  justify-the  large  expenditure  which 
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must  necessarily  be  spent  if  any  special  Health  Visitor  should 
be  appointed. 

The  Parish  has  been  regularly  visited  and  inspected  at 
stated  intervals,  and  my  services  are  always  at  the  command 
of  The  Sanitary  and  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  whenever 

occasion  requires. 

As  in  previous  years,  I ask  you  to  continue  the  work  of  • 

(1)  Gradually  substituting  W.C.’s  for  Earth  Closets. 

(2)  Compelling  Owners  to  Asphalt  Backyards. 

(3)  Closing  Shallow  'Wells.

Births. 

Ninety-seven  Births  were  registered  in  the  district,  and 
on  an  estimated  Population  of  3200,  it  gives  a Birth-rate  of 
30‘3  per  1000. 

Deaths. 

Fifty  Deaths  were  registered,  and  six  others  occurring  in 
Institutions  “outside  the  district.”  These  give  a Death-rate  of 
17-5  per  1000,  which  is  the  highest  rate  I have  had  to  record 
for  more  than  10  years. 

Infant  i le  Mortality. 

This  Death-rate  is  never  a very  high  one  in  your  district. 
During  the  past  year  11  children  under  1 year  of  age  have 
died.  These  give  a Death-rate  per  1000  Births  as  113,  which 
is  extremely  low.

“The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.” 


Sir, 

The  past  year  so  far  as  relating  to  the  above  Act,  has 
been  an  uneventful  one,  no  new  Factory  or  Workshop  having 
been  erected. 


At  the  present  time  there  are  6 Factories  and  11  Work- 
shops in  the  district. 

They  are  the  same  in  number  as  in  the  previous  year,  and 
although  they  have  been  inspected  on  several  occasions  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself,  nothing  has  been  found  to  exist 
contrary  to  the  Regulations. 

There  has  been  only  Two  Out-workers’  Lists  sent,  each 
containing  one  name,  that  of  a Contractor  living  in  Sheffield, 
and  his  name  and  address  has  been  duly  forwarded  to  Sheffield 
City  Council. 
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I have  not  had  occasion  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  against  either  Factory  or  Workshop,  as 
the  cleanliness  and  ventilation  in  all  has  been  good,  and  no 
over-crowding,  wet  floors,  or  any  other  nuisance  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice. 

With  respect  to  the  Workshops,  they  are  all  wooden 
structures  used  entirely  in  the  day  time,  and  then  only  by  one 
person ; in  the  majority  of  cases  these  Workshops  are  in  close 
proximity  to  the  owner  s dwelling,  so  that  the  question  of 
sanitary  conveniences  does  not  arise.
